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iLecording to an article published in the } August 1951 issue of the 
Prague newspaper Rude Pravo, the plan for the salvage of iron was 
“ulfilled to the extent of 91.5 percent during the first half of 1951, 
and the salvage of non-ferrous metals to the extent of 106.0 percent 
of plan over the same period of time. However » another plan exists 
for the actual deliveries of the salvaged netals to industrial enter 
prises, During the first six months of 1951 this plan was fulfilled 
to the extent of 86.0 percent for iron and 65.0 percent for non-ferrous 
netalis, The salvaged material which has not been delivered to the 
industrial enterprises is stored in the warehouses of the Salvare 

Raw Materials (Sberne suroviny), National Corporation.
